THE LIT 

Now llidt wo arc sell ling down into our aiitiinin stride, students 
are commencing to ask "Where is The Literary Society?" and if 
there was ever a year which ought to furnish inspiration for budding 
orators it is this. It is superfluous to discuss the advantages of literary 
sodeties in general. They are universally recognized and repeated 
by each speaker at the opening meeting of every similar institution. 
As regards ourselves especially, \vithout being in any degree pedants 
and bookworms students arc very apt to find their interests becoming 
more and more confined, as the season advances, to happenings with- 
in the University walls, witli the result that when the youthful gradu- 
ait finds himself in company ol men capable of discussing questions 
^of general public interest, he is apt to feel very much out in the cold. 
The best remedy for this academic tendency is to attend The Literary 
Society, getting up something on the subject for each night, and 
speaking it out, whether down formally to debate or not. The best 
McGU speaker of the last few years followed the method we have 
iust.described. and amply justified his efforts. Besides the advant- 
ages resulting from this to individuals, the open discussion following 
the regular debate would then have some interest and value for 
everybody, and a contagious enthusiasm would at once be evident. 
The chief fallacy we want to get away from is the idea that the sub- 
ject under discussion concerns only four of those present, and that the 
rest are merely an audience who may or may not be entertained by 
the performers. 

We would predict for the Mock Parliament the busiest and most 
successful session in its history. There are any number of public ques- 
tions awaiting discussion and a wealth of material we have never had 
before. Already, it is said, over fifty copies of the British "While 
Book" have been distributed among the members of the Toronto Lit., 
so that they, at least, arc losing no time in getting down to work. Mc- 
* Gill men of all faculties. Freshmen especially, watch the notices, start 
off with the first meeting, keep coming, suggest topics, volunteer for 
debates, and if not down formally yet come prepared to say some- 
thing, whether worth hearing or not ; that is the best way of support- 
ing this perhaps most important branch of college activities.
